Madison schools approve 
adding speech therapist

MADISON — Following a 
series of complaints from a 
half-dozen parents at Thursday 
night’s meeting, the District 12 
board passed a motion to hire a 
third speech therapist. 

“I am not just here on behalf 
of my son,’’ Laura Lawrence 
said. ‘‘I_ am here on behalf of 
every kid needing speech who is 
not getting it.” 

Lawrence’s son was recently 
removed from the speech pro- 
gram. She said she was told by 
Harris School Principal David 
Becherer that there was no room 
for him-in speech classes. 

Lawrence presented President 
John Hamm III with. a list of 42 
children she said were “either 
dropped from the speech pro- 
gram or had not been evaluat- 
éa." 


Hamm asked Arthur Carter, 
administrative aide, if he knew 
of these 42 children being 
dropped from the program. 

Carter said that each year stu- 
dents are evaluated to determine 
speech deficiencies. ‘‘Research 
has proven that many young 
kids with speech problems grow 
out of them. If they are still 
present after the third grade, 
then arrangements are made for 
that child to begin speech in the

fourth grade,”’ Carter said 

“They don’t need it then; they 
need it now,"’ Lawrence said. 

Special Education Director 
Steve Balen had told the board 
last month that he did not rec- 
ommend the hiring of a third 
speech therapist for the district. 

Anna Potts said she recently 
talked to Balen and he told her 
there was no reason her daugh- 
ter should be removed from 
speech instruction if she needs 
it. 

Potts said one of her children 
had been dropped from the 
speech program without notifica- 
tion and she feared that a sec- 
ond_ child, still within the pro- 
grari; might also be ie 

According to Potts, Balen 
blamed the situation on a ‘‘mix- 
up’’ for which he claimed at 
least partial responsibility. 

‘“‘We will hire a teacher as 
quick as we can,”” Hamm said. 
He said the position would be 
filled within two weeks. 

Balen said that he knew of 
only 12 children who were 
dropped from the program and 
that an additional nine who 
“genuinely needed s; h thera- 
py” had been placed in the pro- 
gram. 

He also said that he had only 
spoken to one parent, arranged a 
conference and ‘thought that the 
matter had been settled.

about decoys, guns oan goose 
calls. After they’re shot at a 
time or two their ability to 
determine exactly where that 
refuge line is and to not fly 
beyond it is uncanny. 

And, of course, any hunter 
familiar with the- flight itterns 
of refuge geese know yy can 
tell time right down to the min- 
ute. Some people even claim the 
geese carry watches. In this quo- 
ta zone, for instance, legal hunt- 
ing time is from sunrise until 3 
p.m. Unlike ducks, geese are 
late risers and rarely move 
about and feed before sunrise, so 
there’s little chance that you'll 
be driven out of your mind by 
geese honking overhead before 
you can legally shoot in the 
morning. 

But the situation is quite dif- 
ferent -at quitting time, and you 
have to see it to believe it. Up 
until 3 p.m., especially on a 
bright, sunny day, which is the 
bane of goose thunters, there will 
not be a single bird in the sky, 
not even over the refuge fields. 
But when it is 3 o’clock straight 
up and the hunters have 
unloaded their guns and are 
walking in from pits and blinds, 
geese will begin lifting off the 
refuge and coming into the very 
fields to feed where hunters had 
been anxiously awaiting “them 
for eight hours. 

For the first five days of this 
season, goose hunters had to 
contend with both a full moon 
period and sunny days. During 
the full moon, when there is no 
heavy cloud cover to blot it out, 
the geese can see. quite well at 
night and feed hea’ In the lit- 
tle clubhouse where I stay at the 
Sunset Club, I am sometimes 
kept awake at night by honking 
geese leaving the refuge to feed 
in surrounding fields once the 
full moon is up. 

And, having plenty of smarts, 
the geese are heading back to 
the refuge well before shooting 
time in the morning to spend the 
day lolling about doing little 
more than lai at. the hunt- 
ers. 

After. all_that sunshine, a 
recent overcast day was one of 
those that goose hunters dream 
about and other folks detest — 
cloudy, windy and rainy. And 
did we have some fun. I was out 
of my pit by 7:30 a.m. with my 
limit of two geese and before 
noon eight more honkers had 
fallen to other hunters who came 
in after me. In all, our club tal-' 
lied 14 geese, not an outstanding 
day, but a good one in light of 
what we had experienced up 
until then.

‘Tis the season, in television 
land, for the annual avalanche of 
yuletide video treats. 

There are, however, some 
shows airing ‘this week ‘that do 
not pertain to the holidays, 
should you decide to postpone’ 
that warm fuzzy glow for a 
while. ., 


KMOV-TV (Channel 4), for 
example, offers a fine, poignant 
drama at 8 p.m. today, when 
Anthony Hopkins stars in a Hall- 
mark Hall of Fame remake of 
Graham Greene’s classic story, 
“The Tenth Man.”’ Set in France 
during and shortly after World 
‘War Il, the plot revolves around 
the efforts of a wealthy attorney 
to buy his way out of an execu- 
tion at the. hands of the Sar <a 
ing Nazi forces after he is cho- 
sen by lot to be one of three 
prisoners executed out of 30 held 
captive — an execution of every 
10th man. 


While Chavel (Hopkins) is 
able to switch places with a poor 
prisoner who wills his newfound 
wealth to his impoverished 
mother and sister, the lawyer 
carries with him the brand. of 
coward when the prison is liber- 
ated three years later. His 
efforts—to—build-a~-new ‘life take 
on a_ new irony when he 
Migrates back to his former 
estate and becomes an incognito 
handyman for the two women 
who hate him for. ‘‘cheating”’ 
their son and brother out of life: 

“The Tenth Man” features the 
kind of wildly improbable coinci- 
dence common in the Victorian 
novels of Charles Dickens. Still, 
Hopkins offers a strong .perfor- 
mance as a man who is only 
able to truly himself by 
not being “‘himself,’’ and his 
secret relationship with the dead 
man’s sister (Kristin Scott 
Thomas) is affecting and may 
leave you misty eyed at the con- 
clusion. 

Derek Jacobi has a small role 
as a small-time thief who shows 
up at the estate impersonat- 
ing — tae guessed’ it — Chavel 
himself and brings his usual 
sure touch to the production, 
which is handsomely filmed and 
impeccably directéd by Jack 
Gold. “The Tenth Man’’ contin- 
ues the high caliber of. most 
Hallmark productions,’ and adds 
new luster to the Hall of Fame 
credentials.
